The  water 
supplied  ioas  no  plumbo  solvent  action.  Frequent  bacteriological 
examinations  of  tre  water  v;as  made  and  on  each  occasion  the  water 
was  founa  to  be  of  a high  degree  of  purity,  A prolonged  drought 
during  t:e  summer  necessitated  a restriction  of  supply  during  the 
last  two  weexs  of  August,  Tris  restriction  coincided  v/ith  the 
arrival  in  toT;n  of  a large  number  of  evacuated  persons  from  London 
and  some  conce-.  n was  felt  at  the  inadequacy  of  sanita  y flushing 
a ■■  rangenen  ts  , However  no  ill  effects  occurred.

Lo  major  defect  occured  in  the  disposal  of  sewage  during  the  year 
cespite  tne  hnown  inadequacy  of  the  system,  A nev;  sewage  disposal 
system  must  receive  high  priority  in  the  post  war  plans  of  the  town, 
j.ne  dumping  grouna  is  situated  well  away  from  the  town  and  ha.s 
given  rise  to  no  nuisance.
